The spread of the dread Influenza 
throughout the city has reached such 
alarming proportions that unless 
something is immediately 'done to 
check its progress a very serious 
situation must Ineyitably be created. 
Yesterday afternoon the city commis- 
sioners took drastic steps In the direc- 
tion of preventing imneoessary con- 
gregations and to this end all theatres 
and schools have been declared closed. 

Within the university the disease has 
unfortunately gained considerable 
headway. At a late hour last night 
investigation revealed the fact that 
there are at least 28 cases in the vari- 
ous Institutions connected with the 
university while some four cases were 
reported to be in thé Royal Victoria 
Hospital. These cases are distributed 
as follQws: In Strathcona Halt only 
two cases were reported although no 
definite information could be obtained. 
The W'Isleyan Theological College re- 
ports six qases among its students 
while there are two other cases in the 
building. According to a late report 
there- are eighteen cates in the Royal 
Victoria College. Although these ap- 
pear to bo véry slight attacks and have 
In 110 case proved sufficiently serious 
io occasion alarm. 

Lectures were suspended for an in- 
definite period in the Faculty of Medi- 
cine and many medical Btudents%are 
leaving the city until the epidemic 
blows over. All clinics and hospital 
attendance are prohibited and many of 
the senior men serving in the capacity 
of house doctors in the hospitala at 
tho time of the outbreak are in quar- 
antine. \ 
A committee of Investigation has 
been formed, composed of a number 
of members of the Medical Faculty 
under the chairmanship of Col. Blr- 
kett. This committee is investigating 
conditions in the Various institutions 
connected with McOill and will pre- 
sent a report at a meeting of the 
University Corporation to be held to- 
morrow afternoon.

Montreal is this winter to bare a 
Bureau of Social Study and Social 
Training In connection with McOill 
University and with the other socializ- 
ing and reforming agencies of the city. 

It goes without saying that this new 
move will commend itself at once to 
all the real friends of reform, a&4 to 
all who are conversant in any way 
with the story of the modem social 
'movement in Europe and on this con- 
tinent 

I shall follow up this first article 
with others that will tend to Indicate 
the outcome of theory and experience 
as to social work along different lines. 
One of the great problems of the mo- 
ment, for example. Is precisely the 
existence and the activity of this com- 
paratively new person in the social 
order (or disorder?) that we call the 
social worker himself— or herself, for 
the majority of the social workers on 
this entire contbient aVe (a« is gen- 
erally known) women. The men are 
all, presumably, too busy with other 
things — money-making, their various 
callings, politics, war, etc., to take up 
social work. And this is the case, al- 
though men, of course, have generous- 
ly given their time and their dollars 
(their millions) for philaathropy, for 
education and so on. Things may be 
different, i^e say, when the boys come 
homey from the front. We may then 
see, we hope, an fad to .the -unfor- 
tunate opposition between the present 
wholesale neglect of the common wel- 
fare (now attended to by no set of 
men tH particular) , and the belated in- 
dividualism that still devotes time and 
attention to mere monex.maUng, aiid 
to private Interests. 

Perhaps tfie best method* of getting 
the readers of the McOill to take an 
interest in the problem that is before 
us In our new Montreal department of 
Social Study and Training, is to Indi- 
cate the way- tn . which the Institution 
of this new agency has been called 
for. 

It Is needless to say that Montréal 
has been behind no other city of Its

That the university is beinv a very considerable sufferer 
should not close our eyes to the fact that paralysis is threatening 
Industry in the city and district about us to an extent which is 
becoming alarming. ' 

This fact was fully realized by those prominent in the medical 
profession and city administration when yesterday afternoon the 
municipal commissioners decided to take drastic steps to curb the 
spread of the disease. To this end all theatres and schools have 
been declared closed and precautions taken in the matter of pre- 
venting the unneeessary gathering together of crowds of people. 

Tlie university authorities have been quick to realise the aeri- 
oUBno.«B of the situation and it was lar8:ely owing to their persis- 
tence that the city commissioners were enduced to adopt the meas- 
ures which they have. 

Within the university itself the spread of the disease neoessi- 
lates the observance of certain precautions. No one should care- 
tesaly expose himself to the eontaffien and in cases where the 
«liffhtsat symptom of illness is evidenced immediate ears shoukl be 
taken to combat its advance. 

It is s real misfortune that the term's work should be thus 
ynterrupted at itn very commencement but at the same time such 
m break coming later in the session would be a much more serious 
matter from a purely academical point of view. 

At any rate the present crisis is one which must be met in the 
iweper way and every one should fulfil his duty in this matter.

Britain with the universities. I shall 
speak of this last consideration in a 
subeenupnt article. 

It is a welcome sign of the times 
that our Krench fellow-nitlz.ens liavc 
recently sot on fool, . through Laval 
and the new Loyola School of So- 
ciology, a department of Social Study 
and àoclal Service similar to our Mc- 
0!li cntcipriso. It begins Its wont 
Ms winter, and lik«rMcOili contem- 
plates a two-year's diploma course, 
fitting men and women for positions 
as social workers. Tt is to be hoped 
and believed that both schools will 
work in harmony and in common ef- 
fort tor this city and tor Canada, In 
a Gazette article (last July) on the 
magnificent pamphlet of M. Ferdi- 
nand Roy of Quebec and Laval, fore- 
casting the ultimate, triumphant, at- 
titude of French Canada in the war, 
I expressed the Idea that we French 
and Knglish would soon be com- 
pelled into common act:cn tn rcgarct 
to the social problem of Canada to- 
day — with the Incomii^g thousands 
who care nothing about o-^r religious 
and racial differences in the pncl. i 
am not one of those who think that 
the coming social ear, or the coming 
social work of all the countries after 
the war, can dispense for a moment, 
either In theory or In pracUfR, with 
the work of the existing churches — 
along, of course, with the worR ol 
the various free rellgloUB mcAements 
nf to-day. Our own McOill school 
lias been largely helped to its present 
social study proposals, by the united 
demands of. the united help of the 
.Montreal Associated Theological Col- 
leges, I hope that the time will soon 
come when the so-called Catholic 
and Protestant churches (McOill, of 
course, is neither Otb'oiic nor Pro- 
testant, nor anti-CatholIc nor antt- 
ProtestanD will work together for 
social purposes with the great third 
section of our present population, the 
Jewish conumnity. Surely the great 
ProphcMc conception of eocial right- 
eousness can unite us all. Of one 
thing, anyhow, we may be assured, 
The great public of Britain and 
America ia not going to break up the 
indissoluble apirltual communion that 
has existed on the battlefields be- 
tween all the churchea and all .the 
free fighters for freedom.
